A  Fire  Harm  System.  * 

To  the  Citizen : 

Will  you  allow  me  to  make  a  suggestion 
to  the  Committee  of  “Essex  No.  1.” 
whole  duty  it  is  to  buy  a  fire  alarm  bell, 
and  arrange  a  system  of  alarms?  It  i< 
this : 

Get  a  suitable  sized  bell,  in  a  tower, 
which  the  town  should  erect.  Put  on  an 
electrical  striking  apparatus  and  have 
three  pull  boxes,  the  same  as  in  use  in 
citien.  It  could  be  done  at  small  expense 
as  follows  : 

Get  permission  from  the  R.  R.  Co. 
or  Telegraph  Co.  to  put  a  wire  on  their 
pole*.  Have  one  box  at  Watsessing,  one 
at  Glen  Ridge  and  one  in  the  Centre. 
Oth#r  localities  could  be  arranged  for  a- 
soon  as  circumstances  would  permit.  I 
suggest  these  at  present,  because  it  could 
be  done  with  a  small  expenditure. 

Then,  on  the  outbreak  of  a  fire,  an 
alarm  from  the  nearest  box  could  be 
given  almost  instantly,  and  valuable  time 
saved.  This  would  be  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  old  way  of  being  compelled 
to  run  a  half  mile  or  more  to  strike  an 
alarm. 

The  custody  of  keys  should  be  regu 
lated  as  it  is  in  cities';  each  member  and 
two  itores  near  each  box  being  provided 
with  a  key.  0n$  of  thk  Workers.
